Merely satisfying its p atro n s is not sufficient to th e staff of the Hotel 
G ettysburg. 
Ask any one of them and he wrill tell you th a t his objective 
is the enthusiastic approval of the p a tro n - not his m ere satisfaction. 
T he guest’s reaction to the service and accom m odations of th e hotel 
Ls not left to chance—nor is it merely assum ed in the absence of any com ­ 
m ent to the contrary. 
• Our objective is to definitely please our guests. T o do th is our serv­ 
ice m ust be better then he expects. W e are not co n ten t w ith any service 
ju st passably good—it m u st be better th a n th a t. 
It is possible flor other 
hotels to equal our room accom m odations and to have just as good food. 
But, th e unforgivable offense is to have anyone exceed us in sincerity of 
purpose and in genuine friendliness.” T h at is th e view point of H enry M. 
Scharf. m anager. 
As stated above, th e reaction of guests to the Hotel G ettysburg is not 
left to chance. 
Periodically surveys are m ade by use of a questionnaire 
placed in the guest rooms. T his questionnaire provides th e opportunity for 
guests to set forth frankly criticism s and opinions. 
I t also identifies the 
source through w hich th e patron cam e to the hotel. 
T he 1935 survey revealed th a t 54 per cent of th e p a tro n s of th e hotel 
were previous guests or cam e to Hie hotel upon th e recom m endation of 
friends. T his indicates th a t more th a n one-half of th e patronage of the 
Hotel G ettysburg is repeat business—and unquestionably m ay be accepted 
as th e m easure of the success of th e policy of th e hotel an d th e service 
provided by the staff. 
Only one com plaint was included in the 1935 survey—th a t being d u r­ 
ing a convention because of which th a t p articular p atro n could not be 
provided with th e exact type room he preferred. 
Several of th e survey cards contained criticism s of street noises— 
m ostly loud talking and b o istousness a t late hours during th e night.

Liner Queen Mary Loses Race 
Across Ocean by 42 Minutes 


New York. June 2 (APL 
Great 
Britain’s new liner, the Queen Mary. 
Completed her maiden trans-A tlan­ 
tic voyage Monday, failing by a 
fraction of an hour to beat the rec­ 
ord speed of the French liner Nor­ 
mandie on her first trip to New 
York. 
As the huge liner, surpassed in size 
only by the Normandie, steamed up 
the bay she was given an enthusi­ 
astic welcome by scores of gaily dec­ 
orated tugs, excursion boats and pri­ 
vate craft, which had been waiting 
since early morning. 
Thousands of persons stood for 
hours along the battery seawall and 
other thousands watched from sky­ 
scraper vantage for a glimpse of the 
Queen Mary. 
42 Minutes Over Record 
Averaging 29.133 knots on the 
crossing, her total time from Cher­ 
bourg Breakwater to Ambrose Light­ 
ship was four days, 12 hours and 24 
minutes. This was 42 minutes over 
the Normandie’s record. 
Although many of the 2,139 pas­ 
sengers were disappointed because 
the Queen Mary failed to surpass 
the Normandie's time. officials of 


the Cunard-White Star Line were 
plainly elated with the new vessel’s 
performance. 
They had said at the outset of the 
voyage they were not attempting to 
set a record, but were trying to es­ 
tablish schedule time for the liner.

train schedules from Harrisburg. 
Travel Information Handy 
By referring to the 1.500-page Of­ 
ficial Railway Guide th at is kept 
constantly at hand in the front of­ 
fice, and replaced each month so as 
to insure corr net and up-to-the- 
m inute schedules, the clerk a t the 
Hotel Gettysburg was able, in a few 
minutes, to provide complete infor 
m at ion as to train service out of 
Harrisburg and all changes required 
enroute. 
The information was assembled 
with promptness and was correct in 
every detail. 
It facilitated his a r­ 
rival at the bedside of his stricken 
kin and conserved his valuable time 
by making available accurate in­ 
formation as to the time of the 
train, the accommodations on the 
train and all other conditions in­ 
volved In the trip.

family, in whose hands it remained 
for the rest of the century. One of 
these owners, Col. John H. Mc­ 
Clellan, was a pioneer balloonist, 
having gone up two miles in 1842 to 
the amazement of the whole coun­ 
tryside. 
Thaddeus Stevens Abode 
During the nineteenth century, 
the inn at the crossroads of south­ 
ern Pennsylvania, continued to be a 
popular meeting place and center of 
public affairs. 
It was this factor 
which attracted such personages as 
Thaddeus 
Stevens, Pennsylvania’s 
great commoner. 
Mr. Stevens took a room and es­ 
tablished a law office which he 
m aintained at the inn for 20 years. 
As a representative of the county in 
the state legislature, he had a not­ 
able career at the capitol in H ar­ 
risburg, and It was in the old Mc­ 
Clellan House that he developed 
and 
expounded 
his theory 
th at 
every child is entitled to a free edu­ 
cation, which resulted, through his 
almost singlehanded efforts, in the 
institution of a free public school 
system in Pennsylvania. 
Mr. Stevens was an important fig­ 
ure, too, in the early industrial his­ 
tory of southern Pennsylvania, de­ 
veloping iron furnaces and estab­ 
lishing the first railroad in the ter­ 
ritory. 
Later in congress at W ash­ 
ington, he gained a national reputa­ 
tion for his reconstruction activities 
following the Civil War. 
Many Distinguished Guests 
After the Battle of Gettysburg, 
the McClellan House entertained 
the many distinguished visitors who 
came to establish it as a national 
shrine, and those who have since 
attended the various military dem ­ 
onstrations 
and 
regimental 
re­ 
unions. 
In time, however, It became nec­ 
essary to expand, and In 1911 the 
famous old hotel was torn down, 
and a new building completed in 
the following year. This was called 
the Hotel Gettysburg. 
It was a 
modem hotel of 60 rooms, half of 
which were with bath. 
The new hotel was a success from 
the day it opened its doors, for it 
inherited all the prestige and glory 
of its predecessors. It provided ac­ 
commodations needed in 1913 when 
the fiftieth anniversary of the B at­ 
tle of Gettysburg was celebrated, 
and leading statesmen from all over 
the world came to see 55,000 Union 
and Confederate veterans encamped 
on the same ground which they and 
Abraham Lincoln had hallowed 50 
years before. 


$400,000 Addition Built 
After the World War, transporta­ 
tion again became the dominant 
factor in the progress of Gettys­ 
burg, as seven arterial highways be­ 
came ribbons of concrete, bringing 
thousands of pilgrims to the his­ 
toric shrine. 
By this time it had 
become the best marked battlefield 
in the world at a cost of over $7,- 
000,000. 
Original battle lines were 
converted into boulevards, and the 
entire area maintained in its origin­ 
al arrangement as of 1863, except 
that some 
1200 monuments and 
markers ranging in cost from $1,- 
000 to $250,000 marked the heroism 
of the two American armies that 
fought here. 
In 1924 the building of 1912, al­ 
though well maintained, again ap­ 
peared inadequate, and a $400,000 
addition was built. 
W ith this, the 
the Hotel Gettysburg took its place 
as one of the most modem in the 
state, with 110 rooms, 80 with bath. 
Although Gettysburg has a popu­ 
lation of only 6,000, the hotel is host 
to 20.000 people a year, and its main 
dining room and grille serve an ad­ 
ditional 40,000 to 50,000 annually.
